Massachusetts College of Art is the only 
autonomous publically-funded college of 
art in the United States. Founded in 1873, 
the college enjoys an international reputa- 
tion for its training of artists, art edu- 
cators, and art specialists.

—Art Education, Critical Studies, Design, 
Media and Performing Arts, Three-Dimen- 
sional Fine Arts, and Two-Dimensional 
Fine Arts—the college grants the Bachelor 
of Fine Arts degree. To graduate students 
it grants the Master of Science in Art 
Education degree and the Master of Fine 
Arts degree. 

The Program of Continuing Education 
is self funding.

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Academic Policies 
Admission 
All courses are open to adults, college age 
students, and high school seniors. Other 
high school students may register in any 
course on an audit basis or for credit with 
permission of the instructor. 
Credit toward Degrees 
Students planning to apply credit for 
Continuing Education courses toward a 
degree at Massachusetts College of Art or 
another college should contact the 
admissions office and/or the registrar's 
office of that college to ascertain the 
suitability of such courses for the desired 
degree program. All Continuing Education 
courses are fully accredited; however, the 
Program of Continuing Education itself 
does not grant degrees. Unless otherwise 
indicated, all courses carry three semester 
credits. Courses numbered in the 300 series 
carry only undergraduate credit; those in 
the 400 series carry both undergraduate 
and graduate credit; those in the 500 series 
carry only graduate credit. 

If a student needs graduate credit for 
a 300 series course, the student should 
contact the Continuing Education Office. 
Maximum Credits per Course 
Any studio course may be taken for a 
maximum total of 12 credits by simply re- 
registering for the course. 
Auditing 
All courses can be audited if space is 
available or by the instructor's permission. 
Students who register for a course on an 
audit basis may and are encouraged to 
participate in all course activities; 
however, they will not receive formal 
evaluation of their performance and a 
record of their attendance will not appear 
on any transcript. Under no circumstances 
may a student change his enrollment from 
a credit to audit basis, or vice versa. 
Evaluation 
P-Pass: The designation signifying 
successful completion of the course 
requirements. 
INC—Incomplete: A temporary designa- 
tion meaning all course requirements are 
expected to be met; and a permanent 
designation issued by the subsequent 
midsemester. 
W—Withdrew: Signifies that the student 
withdrew from the course before the end 
of the semester. This designation will 
appear on the student's evaluation report 
at the end of the semester, but will not be 
recorded on his permanent transcript. 
NC—No Credit, No Record: Signifies that 
the student’s work was not acceptable in 
the course and therefore credit cannot be 
granted. This designation will appear on 
the student's evaluation report at the end 
of the semester, but will not be recorded 
on his permanent transcript. 
Transcripts 
There is a $1.00 charge for each transcript, 
including the first. Request transcripts by 
mail or in person. Telephone requests can 
not be accepted. A letter request should 
include the student’s name (and student's 
name at time of enrollment, if different), 
address, home and work telephone 
numbers, dates of attendance, and list 
of courses taken. 


Addition of Course 

A student who is already registered in a 
Continuing Education course may add 

an additional course by completing an 
Add/Drop Form available in the 
Continuing Education Office and sub- 
mitting it to that office before the fourth 
class meeting (or before the 12th hour of 
class time). A student will be admitted to 
the requested course on a space-available 
basis or through the instructor's 
permission. 

Change of Course 

A student who is already registered in a 
Continuing Education course may change 
a course by completing an Add/Drop 
Form available in the Continuing Educa- 
tion Office and submitting it with a $2.00 
change of course fee to that office. A 
student will be admitted to the requested 
course on a space-available basis or 
through the instructor's permission. 
Withdrawal 

A student may withdraw from a course by 
completing an Add/Drop Form available 
in the Continuing Education Office and 
submitting it to that office. Refunds are 
made according to the schedule appearing 
on the Add/Drop Form or in the 
“Financial Information” section of this 
catalog. A student who drops a course 
after the refund period should still 
complete and submit an Add/Drop Form. 
Failure to do so may result in an 
evaluation of No Credit instead of 
Withdrawal. 

Cancellation 

The courses announced in this catalog are 
offered by the Massachusetts Division 

of State Colleges in cooperation with 
Massachusetts College of Art. The 
Division of State Colleges, through the 
Office of Continuing Education, reserves 
the right to cancel any course which does 
not have sufficient paid enrollment to be 
self-supporting. 

Materials and Supplies 

Students are expected to furnish art 
materials and supplies required by their 
instructors. In courses where there are 
models, films, or visiting artists, or where 
some of the materials are supplied by the 
college, a lab fee may be charged. In 
courses where no lab fee is stated in the 
catalog, the instructor may require 
students to contribute to the cost of pur- 
chasing materials. For sources of materials 
and supplies, see the two “Resources” 
sections of this catalog.

NO FEES ARE REFUNDABLE unless the 
course is cancelled by the Continuing 
Education Office. 

Financial Aid 

Enrollment in the Program of Continuing 
Education at this college, as it is a non- 
matriculating program, is usually of itself 
not an adequate basis for BEOG grants, or 
NDSL or FISL loans. Students who are 
matriculated in other degree-granting 
programs may be able to use financial aid 
granted on that basis. 

Students whose tuition is being paid 
by a third party (e.g., Mass. Rehab., 
workman's compensation, private 
employer) must have a method and 
schedule of payment approved by the 
Continuing Education Office at the time of 
registration. 

Unless covered by the preceding 
paragraph, no requests for delayed, 
deferred or partial payment of tuition will 
be honored by the Continuing Education 
Office. All costs must be paid in full at the 
time of enrollment. 

Age-Based Exemptions 

There is no tuition charge for persons 65 
years of age or older with an annual 
income of less than $12,000, in courses 
where there is space available. 

Veterans 

Students whose only affiliation with an 
educational institution is through the 
Program of Continuing Education at 
Massachusetts College of Art will 
probably be found ineligible to receive 
Veterans’ Administration Benefits as the 
Program is non-matriculating. Such 
students are eligible for the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts Veterans Tuition 
Exemption, if they meet the following 
requirements: 

World War II and Korean Veterans 

1. are currently residents of Massachusetts 
2. have served in any branch of the 
Armed Forces at least 90 days active duty 
between September 1, 1940 and December 
31, 1946 or between June 25, 1950 and 
January 31, 1955. 

3. have received a discharge other than 
dishonorable. 

Vietnam Veterans (prior to May 7, 1975 
and not collecting under G.I. Bill) 

1. are currently residents of Massachusetts 
and service time is credited to 
Massachusetts. (DD214 indicates Mass. 
address as point of entry.) 

2. no more than 15 years has elapsed since 
the date of service separation. 

3. have served at least 90 days active 
duty. 

4. have received a discharge other than 
dishonorable. 

Students meeting these requirements 
are exempt from tuition, but must pay all 
fees. A copy of form DD-214 must be 
presented when registering in person or 
submitted with a mail registration. A regis- 
tration not accompanied by this form will 
be returned unprocessed. 

Tuition Exemption Policy 

tudents who claim tuition exemption for 
= reason must do so at the time of regis- 
tration. The program cannot refund 
tuition payment on the basis of retroactive 
tuition exemption. 


Refunds of Tuition 

To request a refund because of a 
withdrawal or because the college has 
cancelled a course, complete an Add/Drop 
Form available in the Continuing 
Education Office, and submit it to that 
office. Withdrawals by telephone cannot 
be accepted. Withdrawals by mail are 
accepted, but the effective date of 
withdrawal is the date the letter is actually 
received by the Continuing Education 
Office. 

The refund schedule follows: 

100% of tuition after Ist class meeting or 3 
hours of class time 
80% of tuition after 2nd class meeting or 6 
hours of class time 
60% of tuition after 3rd class meeting or 9 
hours of class time 
NO REFUND after 4th class meeting or 12 
hours of class time. 

Please note that no fees are refunded 
unless the course is cancelled by the 
Continuing Education Office. A student 
who drops courses forfeits all fees.

CourseDesc 


AA412 Issues in Arts Administration 
Covers areas of development for arts 
administrations by the case study method, 
using guest lecturers, site visits, and 
project analysis. Topics include public arts, 
folk arts, artists in residence, arts and the 
handicapped, interdisciplinary arts 
teaming, arts and hospics, arts and 
compensatory education, arts lottery, arts 
and corporate funding, artists’ studios and 
school plans. Lab fee $10. 

AE417 Interdisciplinary Education 
Through Art 

Focuses on helping students understand 
verbal, mathematical, and scientific 
concepts through the use of 2D and 3D 
images. Explores use of visual arts in inte- 
grating all other curriculum areas in the 
elementary and secondary schools. Par- 
ticipants research curricula and design a 
visually-oriented approach to presenting 
curriculum materials. Lab fee $6. 

AE479 Drawing and Movement 

Attempts to develop the artist's kinesthetic 
sense directly through personal experience 
and growth in “creative movement.” 
Drawing of the human figure in action and 
in repose follows each movement session. 
General emphasis on capturing the “blood- 
pulsating” quality of body tension, weight, 
and action. Uses video tapes periodically 
during movement sessions to be viewed 
afterwards as themes for “action” drawing. 
Lab fee $15. 

AE502 Art and Child Development 
Examines major theories and research on 
developmental changes in childhood and 
early adolescence. Discusses issues relevant 
to cognitive-affective-perceptual-social 
development in the light of their implica- 
tions for children and teachers. Requires 
students to read current literature and 
discuss ideas orally and in writing. 

Lab fee $10. 

AE531 College Teaching Internship (Art) 
Aims to advance the skills of those 
presently involved with teaching art at the 
college level. Course objectives and 
teaching strategies are examined on a case 
study basis. By permission of the 
instructor. Contact the Art Education 
Department. 

AE599 History of Goals and Methods of 
Art Education 

Growth and development of art education 
in the United States. Emphasizes major 
movements and leaders. Equally evaluates 
the European background of principles 
and theories in the field that have 
influenced intellectual and artistic develop- 
ment in the United States. Utilizes Boston 
as a center for the development of the 
field. Students research local primary 
sources. Lab fee $5. 


Critical Studies 

CSA400 Contemporary Art 

Modern art from its sources in the late 
19th century to the most recent move- 
ments. Begins with the Post-Impressionists 
and traces the historical development of 
the major movements in Europe and the 
United States in this century. 

CSA414 Introduction to Connoisseurship 
Provides non-professionals with oppor- 
tunity to handle and observe original 
objects, recognize their aesthetic merit, 
distinguish between copies and fakes, and 
assess market value. Considers issues of 
investment, preservation, restoration. 
Examines paintings, prints, decorative 
arts, houses. Lectures, demonstrations, 
and field trips. 

CSC317 Third World Literature 
Familiarizes the student with the anthropo- 
logical, religious, aesthetic, and political 
ideas of Third World countries as revealed 
in their literature. Studies novels, poetry, 
short stories, and some drama from the 
Far East, India, Pakistan, Africa, the 
Caribbean, and Latin America. 


AD405 Architectural Drafting 

and Graphics 

Introduces graphic techniques prerequisite 
to the study of architectural design, 
including orthographic and isometric pro- 
jection and lettering. Guides the students 
in applying these techniques to problems 
of design presentation. 

AD410 Designing Public Art 

Designing sculptures, murals, pavements, 
fountains, and street furniture which enlist 
the affection rather than outrage of citi- 
zens. In an age of sleek buildings and stan- 
dardized landscapes, there is an increasing 
demand for “loveable” objects which 
reveal layers of associations, reinforce 
human scale, create a feeling of place, and 
add a touch of humor. This course 
analyzes recent public art in Europe and 
the U.S. and discusses techniques for 
adding meaning to the environment. 
AD411 Landscape Design 

Concentrates on the structuring of small to 
medium scale outdoor spaces through the 
use of plants and other landscape 
materials. Emphasizing how people use 
spaces, basic site planning principles, and 
the design process from preliminary to 
final stages. Necessary equipment is 
T-square, two 45 triangles, an architects 
and engineer's scale, circle template, and a 
role of yellow tracing paper. Lab fee $10. 
AD412 Drawing for Architects 

Focuses on naturalistic freehand drawing 
as a means for the architect, urban 
planner, designer and illustrator to develop 
a Capacity to analyze the structure of 3D 
objects. Answers the question “What dis- 
tinguishes a lively drawing from a mere 
rendering?” 

AD475 Interior Design Architecture 
Introduces basics of physical designs from 
the exterior shape and shell of buildings to 
the spaces and furnishings within. Empha- 
sizes process of design: how, what, and 
why. Students design several small 
projects. Lab fee $15. 

AD480 Adaptive Environments I: Design 
Design studio and field work. 

Assesses the fit between program goals 
and the built environment. Reviews major 
issues in environmental psychology with 
practical applications for educational and 
human service settings. Participants 
organize design ideas, make an architec- 
tural model, make a graphic presentation 
and tap existing resources and recyclable 
materials. Lab fee $15. 

DE405 Wood Design 

Explores elements of 3D design as 
expressed creatively with wood. Empha- 
sizes a variety of techniques, applications, 
and art forms. Covers construction and 
carving methods as well as a variety of 
woods and wood products. Studio and 
critique sessions include discussions 
relating to historical and contemporary 
issues in sculpture, architecture, and 
industrial and environmental design. 

Lab fee $15. 

DE406 Transportation Design Project 
Students design a 20-passenger, below- 
surface, 24-hour, computer-controlled light 
train. Each student completes a one-inch 
to one-foot scale model in cardboard 
mockup which conveys the general 
concept for this train. One design is then 
chosen and used by the class to develop a 
half-size working finished model which 
meets all engineering standards. 

GD300 Basic 2D Design 

Basic studies to increase awareness of 
design as a communication language. 
Exploration of the interdependence of 
form, function, technique, materials and 
vocabulary for work and criticism. 
Emphasis on successful problem solving 
within specific limitations. Two dimen- 
sional compositions focus on such basic 
elements as spot, line, plane, value, color, 
and texture. Lab fee $5. 


GD301 Visual Communication 

for Designers 

Studies visual perception and communi- 
cation. Analyzes symbols and signs 
(semiotics) and their use in the market- 
place. Deals with the foundation of 
imagery and its use in advertising 
programs, package design, corporate iden- 
tity (logo), and all forms of communica- 
tion. Considers human factors and 
response to motivate, communicate, 
inform, and educate the consumer. 
GD351, GD451 Graphic Design I 
Fundamental aspects of 2D design 
(composition and color) and typography 
through supervised workshop experience 
in visual composition and group discussion 
of exercises. Lab fee $5. 

GD400 Pen Calligraphy I 

A series of pen exercises leading to a basic 
control of the Chancery Cursive hand 
(Chancellenescha Corsiva), a 15th century 
hand reflective of the western European 
Renaissance. The Chancery hand used in 
this course extends to include contem- 
porary expressive calligraphy styles. 
GD420 Color Theory I 

Physical and perceptual nature of color 
and its interactive relationships in design- 
oriented situations. Supervised workshop 
exercises, general discussion, and lectures. 
GD450 Production and Layout Techniques 
Preparation of mechanicals and develop- 
ment of layout concepts emphasizing the 
integration of typography and visual 
imagery. Through class problems, lectures, 
demonstrations, and field trips, the stu- 
dents consider alternatives in the prepara- 
tion of camera ready art, typography, uses 
of illustrations and photography, copy- 
fitting, and printing processes. Materials 
purchased by the student cost 
approximately $15. No lab fee. 

GD451 Graphic Design I, see GD351 
GD452 Graphic Design II 
Intermediate-level study of graphic com- 
munications and its components (typogra- 
phy, pictorial images, symbolism) in 
specific design contexts. Considers the role 
of design in its relationship to technical 
and cultural factors. Emphasizes compre- 
hensive design process. Lab fee $5. 
GD456 Typography 

Criteria for selecting an appropriate type- 
face, hand set type, proofing, photo type- 
setting headlines, and graphic reproduc- 
tion techniques. Limited to 15 students. 
Lab fee $15. 

ID411 Industrial Design Process 

Explores the ‘design process’ from problem 
analysis and criteria definition through 
sketching and preliminary layout drawings 
to production possibilities. Drawing, 
sketching and rendering in various media 
emphasized to strengthen visual communi- 
cation techniques. Reviews materials and 
production processes for familiarization 
with current manufacturing capabilities 
and limitations. 

ID483 Product Design 

Through class discussions, slide shows, 
and projects, explores industrial design, 
including research, model-making, 
materials, and processes. Students 
purchase their own materials costing 
approximately $20. 

IL400 Illustration I 

Introduces the fundamentals of 
illustration, pictorial composition, a 
variety of media, and present day 
illustration techniques. Reproduction will 
be discussed. 

1L474 Cartooning 

After initial required experiences in tech- 
niques and design, students develop in 
areas of their choice. Advanced students 
encouraged to present a portfolio to an 
agency or publisher before the course has 
terminated. Although principally a work- 
shop, includes discussions on outstanding 
cartoonists in the past and present. 


Analysis of humor and how it can be pre- 
sented graphically. Lab fee $5. 


IL490 Medical Illustration 

Intensive course stressing the discipline of 
precise realistic drawing from accurate 
observation. Uses fine pen and ink, water- 
color, half-tone and dry brush techniques 
to produce scientific renderings incorpor- 
ating the principles of good design, texture 
and composition. Students should bring 
tracing paper, a Crow Quill pen, black 
drawing ink (preferably Pelican) and 
Strathmore smooth 2-ply paper to the first 
class meeting. Lab fee $10. 


Media and Performing Arts 
MP403 Video Production 

Basic introduction to video. Students learn 
and practice with both portapak and 
studio equipment, then form crews and 
work on productions. Lab fee $25. 

MP413 Animation (Film Graphics) 
Instruction in all techniques of animation, 
the preparation of creative animation 
shorts, and the operation of animation 
cameras. Emphasizes the development of 
the student's personal ideas and 
imagination and the use of film as a total 
artistic experience. Lab fee $20. 

MP415 Filmmaking I 

Explores fundamentals of Super 8 camera 
techniques, lighting, scripting, editing, and 
combined techniques. Students develop a 
personal film language. Experimental and 
traditional films shown in class to help 
generate ideas. Lab fee $20. 

MP417 Filmmaking II 

An intensive intermediate production 
course. Film viewing, film theory and 
analysis, technical lectures, and in-class / 
out of class film production. Covers most 
aspects of Super 8, Super 8 sound, and 
16mm. Emphasizes techniques and tools in 
the service of personal expression. Some 
equipment is provided, but students are 
encouraged to have access to a basic 
camera (8mm or Super 8). Prior experience 
helpful but not required. Lab fee $30. 
MP418 Film Analysis 

Discusses current aesthetic and technical 
issues in independent film. Analysis of 
films and critical readings provide criteria 
for broader considerations of art making 
and communications. Participants are 
familiarized with film tobdls, processes, and 
aesthetics in order to better understand 
individual works. Considers films by 
Eisenstein, Vertov, Brakhage, Bresson, 
Cornell, Cocteau, Deren, Barnett, 
Peterson, McLaine, and Rainer. Lab fee 
$20. 

MP422 Poetry as Self-Expression 

A workshop to help visual artists and 
others to translate image, emotion, and 
thought into relevant, well-crafted poems. 
Individual style and direction are 
encouraged. Each person writes and shares 
poems with the group in a mutually 
supportive atmosphere. Participants read 
and discuss significant examples of modern 
poetry, explore interrelationships between 
verbal and non-verbal media, and work 
together on a group performance project. 
Some exercises include: keeping dream 
notebooks, assuming alter egos, “mixing 
memory and desire,” creating visual 
poems, and experimenting with various 
types of chance poetry. 

MP441 Feminist Performance Workshop 
For women of all ages and experience who 
want to explore performance as a means of 
self expression. Class works together on 
exercises and improvisation as an intro- 
duction to performing and to developing 
performances based on our experiences. 
Related readings on women and art are 


discussed. Lab fee $15.

MP443 Performance Basics : 
For students interested in theatre and 
performance art techniques. Includes 
creative theory and basic performance 
skills: concentration, relaxation, breathing, 
projection, rehearsal skills, etc. Technical 
elements perused as well: lighting, make- 
up, and costume. Instruction methods 
include lecture, small and large group 
performance projects, visiting artists, 
selected readings. 

MP464 Xerography 

Introduces the student to the Xerox 6500 
color copier and the Standard Camera 4 
(“the Haloid”) as graphic mediums. 
Description of electrographic imaging 
precedes through hands-on exploration. 
Students become familiar with the inner 
workings of the systems in order to deal 
creatively with the processes and 
applications. Covers techniques utilizing 
slides, flat copy, transfers, acetate, 
degenerations, color simulation, and color 
synthesis. Course meets at the instructor's 
studio. 

MP478 Drawing and Movement, 

see AE479 under Art Education 


Regarding studio photography courses: 

In addition to lab fees listed with each 
course, other equipment and materials to 
be provided by students cost 
approximately $75. 

Continuing Education students enrolled in 
photography courses have access to the 
darkroom facilities in the basement of the 
Longwood Building. During the fall and 
spring semesters the facilities are available 
Monday through Thursday from 5 P.M. to 
9 P.M., and on Saturdays from 9 A.M. to 
5 P.M., and at other times by arrangement 
with the Photography Area Coordinator. 
Hours during the summer semester are 
posted. 

PH400 Photography I 

Introduces beginners to the nature, craft, 
and history of photography. Darkroom 
experiences; picture taking, and picture 
looking play equally important parts in 
the class. Students should have a focusing 
adjusting camera, curiosity and energy. 
Lab fee $30. 

PH401 Photography II 

Continuation of PH300 or 400. Greater 
emphasis on achieving mastery of the craft 
and carpentry of photography primarily as 
a way of more thoroughly understanding 
the nature of art. Historical issues. 
Examines student work on a regular basis 
throughout the semester. Requires some 
outside reading and looking as well as 
picture taking. Lab fee $30. 

PH402 Photography III 

Begins to deal with issues concerning the 
photographer's interest and involvement in 
specific conditions in the world. Students 
will be asked to concentrate on a project 
of their own choosing. Photographs, 
slides, and readings, as they pertain to 
specific interests found in the class. Dark- 
rooms available outside of class time. Lab 
fee $30. 

PH405 Portrait Photography 

Combines making portraits with a study 
of the portrait in photography. 
Participants make portraits, work out 
specific problems, and discuss pictures 
generated. Stresses developing a clarity of 
seeing and good craft. Participants should 
have a working knowledge of camera 
exposure, developing and printing. Discuss 
portraits by Hill, Adamson, Nadar, 
Walker Evans, August Sander, Diane 
Arbus, Richard Avedon and others. Lab 
fee $30. 

PH406 Color Photography 

Provides the photographer with the funda- 
mentals of color processing and printing. 
Concentrates on technical skills and disci- 
pline of color processing which 
supplement the practice of using color 
photography as a means of personal 
expression. Lab fee $50.

PH409 History of Photography 

Seeks to provide through lectures, discus- 
sions, and field trips an understanding of 
photography as both an image-making 
process and a means of communication on 
the basis of the history of photograph- 
ically illustrated books. Deals with the 140 
year span of photography entirely through 
significant books of the period. 


Two-Dimensional Fine Arts 
FA300, FA400 Painting I 

Painting with oils and/or acrylics with 
heavy emphasis on drawing, composition 
and image-making. Considers technical as 
well as theoretical problems. Lab fee $10. 
FA301, FA401 Drawing I 

Fundamental excursion into drawing. The 
beginning student experiences eye to hand 
recording of visual imagery as well as 
imaginative, inventive imagery. Explores 
how and why to use line and mass in rela- 
tion to a 2D surface. Lab fee $10. 

FA400 Painting I, see FA300 

FA401 Drawing I, see FA301 

FA403 Life Drawing 

Drawing from the model with emphasis on 
organization of pictorial elements. 
Discussion and analysis of drawing in slide 
presentations. Lab fee $10. 

FA404 Imaginative Drawing 

Stresses development of design elements 
related to drawing and the pictorial sur- 
face. Students encouraged to explore 
personal directions through class prob- 
lems. Lab fee $10. 

FA406 Collage & Mixed Media 

Provides opportunity for free creative 
response to variety of materials and atti- 
tudes regarding their use. Acrylic paint, 
cut paper, pastels and inks as well as 
found materials are used to discover their 
character and explore the possibilities of 
combination. The nature of such explora- 
tion provides basis for aesthetic considera- 
tions. Lab fee $10. 

FA407 Life Painting 

Painting from the model, with emphasis 
on drawing and organization of pictorial 
elements. Discussion and analysis of 
painting in slide presentations. Lab fee $10. 
FA409 Watercolor 

Basic techniques and concepts of tradi- 
tional watercolor media. Participants’ 
work involves a controlled handling of 
wet on wet, wet on dry and dry brush 
technique and a thorough exploration of 
color. Additionally, watercolor artists 
from the Boston area meet with the class 
to discuss their work and the history of 
watercolor. Lab fee: $15. 

FA411 Painting II 

Problems of contemporary painting, both 
abstract and representational. Includes 
both studio and seminar work. Lab fee 
$10. 

FA413 Autobiographical Drawing 

and Painting 

Uses traditional and contemporary forms 
of self-portraiture and still life as a means 
of guiding students toward a better under- 
standing of themselves and the principals 
of drawing and painting. 

FA414 Anatomy 

An organized study of human anatomy 
practical to the artist. Each class divided 
between lecture and drawing the nude 
model. Emphasizes the study of skeletal 
structure with an introduction to muscula- 
ture. Lab fee $10. 

FA416 Portrait Drawing 

Considers how the masters have 
approached their subjects. Studies 
structure, anatomy, and external features 
of the head. Uses photographs and models 
representing a wide range of facial types as 
sources of images. A variety of drawing 
media and papers are used. Lab fee $10.

FA418 Art in Boston's Galleries 

Aims to help students develop a verbal 
vocabulary with which to communicate 
ideas and feelings about modern art. Con- 
siders artists’ reasons and approaches to 
artmaking. Class meets in galleries on 
Newbury Street, the waterfront, in 
Cambridge, at the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Rose Art Museum at Brandeis, Boston 
University; M.I.T., DeCordova Museum, 
and the Institute of Contemporary Art. 
FA420 Oriental Brush Technique 
Concentrates on the delicate use of the 
brush, including traditional composition 
and design. Also considers traditional 
calligraphy ceramics and textile patterns 
with the aim to rearrange and adapt 
traditional designs to new ideas. Class 
divides into three groups according to 
interest: continuing in brush technique, 
application in ceramics, and application in 
textiles, such as batik. Lab fee: $18. 
PM461 Introduction to Printmaking: 
Etching 

Disciplined and thorough presentation of 
basic skills in black and white etching. 
Experiments emphasized during process as 
well as orderly approach and superior 
craftsmanship. Includes preparation of 
tools, printing procedure, and demonstra- 
tions in color printing. Lab fee $15. 
PM470 Silkscreen 

Design, preparation and printing of silk- 
screen. Students without previous silk- 
screen experience expected to work in the 
following techniques: glue and tusche, 
water and lacquer film, and photo silk- 
screen. Lab fee $15. 

PM471 Introduction to Printmaking: 
Lithography and Relief Prints 

Methodical approach to technique and art 
of hand lithography and relief prints. 
Emphasis on mastering the basic skills of 
printing hand-pulled black and white 
lithography (advanced students may work 
on color independently with permission of 
the instructor), on developing a sophisti- 
cated critical judgment of original prints, 
and on discovering how a particular 
aesthetic may be expressed through 
refinement of the processes. Explores all 
aspects of stone and plate, hand-drawn 
and photo methods. Lab fee $15. 


Three-Dimensional Fine Arts 
CR311 Jewelry and Metalsmithing I 
Application of the three basic metal- 
working techniques, forming, joining, and 
surface manipulation. Creation of jewelry, 
including setting stones and symmetrical 
raising, and problems in functional design 
are investigated. Lab fee: $20. 

CR406 Stained Glass 

Explains lead and copper foil techniques of 
joining cold glass (windows, for example). 
Machinery available for cutting, polishing, 
grinding, slumping, sandblasting and 
etching. Stresses design and execution of at 
least one major project. Lab fee $25. 
CR407 Ceramics: Handbuilding 
Introduces students to the various aspects 
of ceramics: handbuilding, wheelthrowing, 
glazing, and electric and gas firings. The 
emphasis will be on a wide range of 
handbuilding techniques although those 
interested in focusing on wheelthrowing 
are encouraged to participate. Lab 

fee $25.00 

CR408 Ceramics: Wheelworking 
Introduces through lectures, demonstra- 
tions and critiques beginning and more 
advanced wheelworking techniques and 
aesthetic form problems. Primary 
emphasis on wheelworking sensibilities 
although handbuilding processes are also 
considered. Considerable time is devoted 
to finishing work with a variety of firings. 
Lab fee $25. 


CR409 Alternative Ceramic Forming 
Techniques 

Using clay as a sculptural medium. 
Considers both construction problems and 
aesthetics. Forming techniques include 
molds, slip-casting, direct uses of slip, 
fiber slip, and mixing clay with plaster. 
Lab fee $25. 

CR411 Jewelry and Metalsmithing II 

For those with some previous metal- 
working experience in sawing, filing, and 
soldering. Covers casting, forming, and 
fabrication. Personal expression 
encouraged. Lab fee $20. 

CR412 Fire Painted Clay 

Explores the manipulation of firing 
processes as a means of developing direct, 
controlled surface enrichment and 
decorative effects. Encourages an 
environment of object-making, slide- 
showing, discussions, and critiques in 
which experimentation, discovery, and 
sharing are paramount. Work is done in a 
wide variety of techniques. Students 
should have some previous ceramics 
experience. Lab fee $25. 

CR413 Experimental Glass Workshop 
Studio, lecture, and demonstration in 
basic shop theories and practice. Methods 
and mechanics of construction using plate 
glass, plastic, wood, metal, and related 
materials. use of hand tools, power tools, 
and machine processing for forming and 
finishing glass. Stresses individual 
sculptural expression. Lab fee $25. 

CR414 Hot Glass Forming 

Object-making with hot glass. Slides, 
lectures, demonstrations, and studio time 
on casting molten glass, heat bending and 
slumping plate glass, and enameling with 
lustres and powdered glass. Electric kiln 
instruction. Drawing, projects, and 
assignments result in three finished objects 
using several different methods of hot 
glass forming. 

CR423 Baskets: Form and Technology 
Students work in traditional methods to 
develop three dimensional contemporary 
basket forms. Design and form based on 
ethnological sources as well as contem- 
porary sculptural form, slides, lectures, 
museum visits, and includes discussion of 
current technology in museum 
conservation & archaeology. Lab fee $15. 
CR424 Papermaking 

Gives participants a basic understanding of 
the process of papermaking and its history. 
Examines traditional Japanese paper- 
making, paper chemistry, and watermarks, 
but main emphasis is on making paper and 
using it as an expressive artistic medium. 
Participants make paper from plants they 
collect, cotton and rag pulps, and other 
papers (brown bag, newsprint) and use 
them to develop 2 and 3 dimensional 
images. Visits to studio of local artist/ 
papermaker. Lab fee $10. 

CR444 Frame Loom Weaving 

Investigates principles and techniques of 
frame loom weaving including tapestry, 
rug weaves, lace weaves, and construction 
of three dimensional woven forms. Work- 
shops in building a frame loom, introduc- 
tion to fibers, yarn dyeing, and spinning. 
Slide lectures on historical and contem- 
porary developments in weaving. Students 
weave several samplers and complete two 
major projects. Lab fee $15. 

CR449 Textile Dyeing — Resist Methods 
Explores the traditional resist dyeing tech- 
niques of tie-dye, wax, and starch resist, 
and their aesthetic potentials as media for 
contemporary expression in textile design. 
Participants study mixing and developing 
dyes and fabric finishing, and consider 
problems of working with translucent 
colors. Techniques suitable for fabric for 
clothing, wall pieces, and three dimen- 
sional forms. Lab fee $20.

$C301 Basic Welding 

Used and maintenance of oxi-acetelene and 
arc welding units. Participants learn 
acetelene cutting, welding, and fabrication 
techniques on the arc welder. Weekly 
demonstrations, lectures, critiques, and 
individually assigned problems. Lab 

fee $50. 

$C310 3D Design 

A comprehensive study and application of 
3D elements, definintions of space, and the 
purposes and problems in the conception 
and manipulation of 3D space. Studio and 
critique sessions include discussions and 
applications directed toward sculpture, 
architecture, and industrial and environ- 
mental design. 

S$C407 Sculpture 

Introduces participant to various modes of 
spatial articulation and to an understand- 
ing of three-dimensional design, form, and 


the control of tools and materials involved: 


plaster, wire, wood, clay, etc. Lab fee $15. 
SC409 Figure Modeling (Clay) 

Aims to help students develop visual and 
technical skills to express in three 
dimensions their ideas about human form. 
Each meeting considers three dimensional 
design issues, definitions, references, and 
modes of expression. Uses models as well 
as other organic forms. Advanced students 
have an option to take on more complex 
assignments. Lab fee $30. 

$C411 Moldmaking 

Explores the various kinds of molds and 
mold-making processes used by both 
sculptors and ceramicists. Plaster molds, 
male and female molds, reinforced molds, 
and flexible molds are taken from 
modeled, jiggered, and “found” plugs to 
anticipate products in plaster, clay, wax, 
concrete, metals, and polyester resin. 
Some materials are purchased by the 
student. Bring hack saw, hammer, metal 
shears, and scissors to first class meeting. 
Lab fee $25. 


MP407 Holography for the Artist 
Workshop, 3 credits 

Fri.-Mon., Oct. 10-13, 9am-10pm, 

at Brown University, Providence,

Instructor: Rick Silberman, Lecturer in 
Physics, Brown University; B.A., State

If a course appropriate to a student's needs 
is not offered in a given session, a student 
may apply for an independent study 
project.
